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DETROIT FUE TRER BOASTS OF SUPPORT FROM U. S. CONGRESSMEN 


Ex-Silver Shirter Gerald Le Ke Smith, Names Senator 
Robert Reynolds, Senator Gerald Nye and Congressman 
Roy. Woodruff as Being Among His Staunchest Adherents 


On February 21 The Hour revealed that Gerald Le. K. Smith, ex- 
pert pro-Axis rabvle-rouser, former aide to jailbird William Dudley Pei- 
ley and now fuehrer of the fascist “Committee of One Million," had 
formed in Detroit, Michigan, a secret group callod The Inner Circle. The 
purpose of Smith's cakal, we reported, was “to serve as a brain trust 
for the anti-democratic, disruptive program with which Fifth Columnist 
Smith secks to undermine American morale and hamper the war effort of 
this country." 


Early in March, The Inner Circle launched its initial aaa, 
a monthly magazine, The Cross and The Flag, edited by Gerald J.. Ko (isith. 
The seditious, defeatist charactor of the magazine is adequately tac eee 
ted by the titles of a few of the articles in the first issue; “Union 
With Britain -- International conspirators seek to destroy America's 
sovereignty in the name of wartime emergency snd peacetime chaos"; "Will 
Refugees Take the Jobs Left Vacant By the Soldiers?"; "The Cliveden 
Seti-= Is President eee being used by the Red smear artists?"; 
"Sir Stafford Cripps -= Yihose man is he? Churchill's or Stalin's?" 


Congressmen Endorse The. Cross and The Flag 


Smith is now meiling around the country a yellow leaflet 
soliciting private subscriptions for his fuscist publication. Written 
in the form or a letter, the leaflet opens with this scarcely self- 
effacing comment: "My dear Fellow American; The Cross and The Flag is 
the nene of a now feerless and dynomic crusading magazine, of which I 
am the editor. 


The extraordinary feature of this leaflet is that it quotes 
from letters sent to Smith by Senators Reynolds and Nye, enthusiastically 
welcoming the appearence of his Pifth Column magezine. According to 
the document, Senator Reynolds, ruddy-faced Chairman of the Senate Mil- 
itary Affairs Committec, wrote to Naziphile Smith on March 23, sayings 


"Let me congratulate you with my full heart upon your 
first edition. It is well you did it,.in black and white. 
It is just the right size; it hits the bull's eye with 
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every paragraph; it is straight from the shoulder; it 
is gotten up in a conservative manner; it should have 
its appeal; it speaks the truth. 


“We have arrived at the hour when we must have more 'two- 
fisted' talking and real action. America must be saved 
and Americse must be saved for Americans." 


And Senator Nye, in a letter dated March 26, remarks; “I have {| 
received Issue No. 1 of the new magazine. It is excellently done.” :| 


A third congressman endorsing Smith's latest contribution to 
Axis propaganda is Representative Roy Woodruff of Michigan, affection- 
ately characterized by Smith as “an American ebove reproach, a patri- 
otic citizen loved and revered by every good American who knows him." 


Congressman Woodruff, as the ex-Silver Shirter Noe 3223 proudly 
announces, was so impressed with the first issue of The Cross and The Flag 
thet he inserted the whole of its leading editorial into the Congressional 
Record on March 26. In proof of this fact, Smith attaches to the leaflet 
a reprint of his editorial as it appeared in the Recard. Here are some 
typical passages from the editorial, which is entitled "We Take Our Stand" 


"2. we assert that even though America is at war we old- 
fashioned Anericans do not propose to be city-slicked by 
boondoggling bureaucratic politicians, Communists, British 
Impcerialists .ee, and a thousand and ono other porch climbers, 
conridence men, and sneke-oil salesmen who are working day 
and night on conspiracies designed to compel us to swal- 

low a hundred poison pills in the name of wertime omergen- 
clese eee Vie are talking about burcaucratic fakers, brain- 
trust screwballs and political mechanics whose conscience 
end self-respect are about as calloused as the operator of 

a French guillotine. We are talking about ruthless poli- 
tical racketcers, propagandists and character assassins 

who never hesitate to translate blood into ballots and de- 
fense bonds into boondogglinge e+. Some of them are 
awfully close to the White House ee. 


"We don't like the idea of Harry Hopkins being so powerful 
thet every high official in the United States has to siphon 
his ideasthrough this eiling Pink. ... | We don't like the 
idea of Madam Litvinoff and Ambassador Mexim Litvinoff run- 
ning around the country addressing a series of Red-sponsored 
rallies under the guise of Russian relief. ... 

",e. we are not afraid or ashamed of the words ‘America First! 
whether we are at war or at peace. eo. We know that a set 
of highbinders in Washington are trying to sneak us back 

into the British Empire in the nome of this so-called new 
world program «.. We won't svallow that stuff; in fact The 
Cross and The Flag holds the conviction thet if our Pres- 
ident and his coordinates and the administration in ‘iashing- 
ton don't put « stop to such tricks our beautiful sncrica 
will be made the victim of a paralyzing disunity which is 
exactly what we do not need in this awful hour." (More) 
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We quote at such length from Smith's scurrilous, treasonable 
editorial because it has been incorporated in tne Congressional Record 
of the United States at a time when the country is at war, and because 
Smith's current writings have won the endorsement of men who today occupy 
important positions es "representatives" of the American people. 


As we disciosed in our article on Smith in our February 21,1942 
issue, Reynolds, Nye and Woodruff are not the only congressiien who have 
been cooperating with this scurvy Axis propagandist, who once bragged in 
a letter to his jailbird boss Pelley that he had organized "a uniformed 
squad of young men composing what I believe will be the first Silver 
Shirt stormtroop in America." Senator Burton K. Wheeler of Montana, ex- 
Senator Rush Holt of West Virginia (recently accused of having cooperated 
with the paid Nazi agent, George Sylvester Viereck) and Representative 
Clare E. Hoffman were among the other congressmen we named as politicians 
with whom Smith has been in close touch. 


The Hour asks; with the American people engaged in an all-out 
effort to defend the very existence of the netion against the fascist 
powers -- how long will United States Congressmen continue to assist 
Gerald L. K. Smith, henchman of the Axis foe?

U. S. FIFTH COLUMN GREETS NEW HERO 


Pro-Axis propagandists throughout the country are hailing a new 
hero. His name is David Boxter. Described in the March 19 issue of Nazi- 
phile E. J. Garner's weekly Publicity ss a "California writer ond artist," 
Baxter presents his views on the war in the same issue of the fascist pub 
lication in an interview which is front-paged under the four-column head-= 
line; "David Baxter Reviews Peace Offensive." <A typical excerpt from this 
interview reads: 


"Queried as to whether the American Administration would agree to 
any peace proposal, the artist, usually quiet and reserved, flared: 
‘No they wouldn't! They would rathor run on all or nothing game 
and blow awey the lives of half the people in America rather then 
sacrifice their cherished profit making and exploitation of every 
country on earth.'" 


Baxter and the Social Republic Society 


The Hour is informed that Fifth Columnist Baxter heads a secret 
organizetion called Social Republic Society of America, which is busily 
engeged in distributing treasonuble propaganda aimed ot undermining public 
morale and crippling the U. S. war effort, and even calling for an armed 
revolt against the U. S. Government. In its own literature, the society 
says of itself; “Only one little nationelist group, a social republic so- 
ciety, with headquarters .in California, Chicago and New York, is preparmg 
for revolution." 


Baxter's group hss all the familiar carmarks of those traitor- 
‘ous bands orgenized by the Nazis with the object of striking from within 
eat this country during the course of the war. Mimicking their Nazi proto- 
types, Baxter's followers refer to themselves as "Socis." The role for 
which they cre being preparod is graphically indicated in,a pamphlet con- 
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.— taining a "Warning to district memberships," which states: 


"Do not neglect your arsenals. Buy arms and keep them in a 
place where they are readily accessible. Wo immediate emergency 
foreseen, but there is no time to prepare like now. Also keep a 
plentiful supply of ammunition and do not let it become over a 
year old or it will deteriorate." 


Every piece of literature disseminated by the Society -- and 
quantities of this literaturo have been going through the U.S. mails -- 
is filled with brazenly treasonable utterances. The war leadership of 
this nation is ridiculed and the endeavors of the Axis are praised. Here 
is a characteristic ¢omment on the war: "We do not belong in Asiae Asia — 
is not our part of the world. The Asiatics want a new order of their ow 
for Asia, independent of British-American monopolists end property own- 
erse +. We do not belong in Europe. The Europeans are tired of absen- 
tee British-American ownership and landlordism and desire a new orders 
Whether Hitler can give it to them is not our business."

BANNING OF SOCIAL JUSTICE
